Still Vigorous, Thov ijh Nea rly Sev enty , He Is a Hard Hitter, 
but Fair Fighter — Believ es In Enjoy ing Life and 
M a king Others Do the Same

1IE second officer of the govern­ 
m ent is the speak er of 
the 
hou se. 
Yet m ost people in re­ 
ferring to the p resent holder of 
title wou ld not allu de to him as 
Sp eak er Cannon, bu t simply as Uncle 
J oe. The Uncle Joe-ness so stick s ou t 
ell over him that it eclipses any official 
jglory, how ever b right 
He is not lik e 
'any other man, p a s t p resent or to 
come. 
H e cannot be classified. 
H e is 
not a type, bu t on original. 
H e says 
tha t “he m ade him self and did a darn 
ed poor job a t i t ” 
At any rate, he 
<Ud a job that no one can du plicate. 
In speech he is not an orator, bu t a 
cyclone. H e indu lges in no circu m locu ­ 
tion, bu t goes straight after an idea 
Und either k ills or cripples it a t the 
first s hot 
If it hap p ens to be a man 
he is going after he adopts the sam e 
p rocess w ith sim ilar resu lts. 
He u ses 
p lain speech and homely illu strations. 
Thou gh nearly seventy years old, he, 
can fight all day and all night and be" 
as chip p er as a dancing m aster for the 
mext d ay ’s scrim m age. He never bears 
sp ite, and the w ou nds u e leaves on 
others are of the sort that heal qu ick ­ 
ly. 
In other words, there is no m alice 
in his attack s, 
n e is a hard hitter, 
bu t fights fair. 
He look s lik e a dea­ 


ls not ju st the term , for there is more 
or less affectation abou t tha t Idea of 
dignity, and there is no affectation 
abou t Joe Cannon. Yet there is 
a cer­ 
tain dignity of the sort I m ean even 
abou t a yellow jack et, and this is the 
k ind that ap p ertains to you r Uncle Joe. 
lie Is genu ine, virile, p artisan to his 
finger tip s and an all the tim e Ameri­ 
can. In sp eak ing he beats the atm os­ 
phere, pou nds his desk w ith Ixoth fists, 
k eeps his body in constant motion and 
is as lively as a fly in a bottle. In fact, 
m em bers In bis 
im m ediate vicinity 
have to get ou t of the way for personal 
safety. 
ITo does not do these things 
for effect, bu t becau se he can’t help it. 
They bu bble ou t of him as sp ontane­ 
ou sly as a song ou t of a k atydid. 


No Dull Moments In His Vicinity . 


W hen Cannon first loomed into prom­ 
inence he w as referred to as “a big 
gu n,” bu t that pu n becam e a hanging 
offense tw enty years ago. 
Besides, a 
G atling is more In k eeping w ith his 
rap id fire style. 
H e u su ally k eeps bis 
tem per, bu t now and then there is an 
explosion that clears the atm osp here 
for hou rs afterw ard. 
His blu e eyes 
alternately tw ink le w ith hu m or and 
flash w ith the fire of battle. His mou th 


■con and sw ears lik e a p irate. 
Yet his 
oaths are of an am iable sort tha t con­ 
tain no blasphem y. 
They are sim ply 
vigorou s adjectives. 
H e alw ays lias 
a cigar excep t when asleep or in the 
sp eak er’s chair. 
The cigar is u su ally 
■cheap, long and black , and the variou s 
angles at which it is tilted indicate 
the mood of the possessor as certain­ 
ly 
as 
the barom eter 
indicates 
the 
w eather. 
H e w ears spectacles, bu t de­ 
te sts to he p ictu red in them ; su ys he 
look s old enou gh anyw ay. 


An All the Time American. 
H e is florid of face, nearly bald, 
« haves his u pper lip and w ears w his­ 
k e rs tha t once w ere sandy, bu t now are 
alm ost white. H e is only of mediu m 
height, thin, gnarled and wiry, slightly 
« looping in p ostu re and careless as to 
■dress. Ills vest is u su ally half u nb u t­ 
toned, and in action ha sheds his coat 
and vest, often evou his collar and 
cravat, and not Infrequ ently rolls u p 
bis sleeves. B ather he did these things 
w hen he was a fighter on the floor. 
Since tak ing the chair It Is essential 
for him to k eep his w ardrobe Intact. 
H e u ses a desk for p u tting his feet on 
m ore often than for any other pu rpose, 
chew s tobacco when not smok ing, slap s 
his friends on the back , tells cap ital 
stories and generally enjoys life and 
m ak es others do the same. 
H e has 
never been k nown to have the swelled 
head, bu t Is the sam e Uncle Joe now 
tha t he w as before m ade “the k ing of 
the hou se.” 
H e has not a m u sical 
voice, bu t one that rasp s its way home, j 
« In p rivate conv ersation he draw ls more 
or less, bu t says “no” with a finality ! 
that leaves no dou bt of bis m eaning.

Yet for all bis breeziness he is not 
•without a certain dignity . Perhaps that 


tu rns u p at the corners, ready to slip 
into a smile at any moment. 
He is 
straightforw ard, startlingly frank and 
alw ays interesting. 
There are no du ll 
m om ents in his neighborhood. 
If a 
camp m eeting exhorter and a horse 
jock ey cou ld be combined and the com­ 
posite resu lt was incarnated as a poli­ 
tician the resu lt wou ld be som ething 
lik e Uncle Joe. 
W hen he was chairm an of the ap p ro­ 
p riations com mittee, a place that he 
held for m any years, he attem p ted one

It w as objected that good scientists i 
cou ld not be hired for less than $ 
3,000 I 
p er year.

“ W hy,” retorted Cannon, “there are . 
hu ndreds and thou sands of scientists 
who wou ld be glad to tak e the position , 
at $2,000, and w henever there is a va­ 
cancy scientists come ru shing in for j 
the p lace lik e a du ck after a Ju ne bu g.” 


“ Spirit of Beauty .”

H ere Is u characteristic Cannonesqu e J 
tiling tha t K ate Carew declares the 
sp eak er got off in one of his inspired 
m om ents:

“I w ou ldn’t give three whoops in h~ 
for any man w hose heart wou ld u ot 
beat faster, who wou ld not breathe 
deeper, whose eyes wou ld not tak e fire, 
whose sp irit wou ld not swell as if to 
strangle him, who wou ld not be moved 
to the shedding of tears (and that w ith­ 
ou t any shame) by the voices of birds 
and children, by a m other's smile, by a 
song tha t is su ng greatly from the 
heart, by the face of a beau tifu l wo­ 
man and the voice of her pleading, by 
noble oratory or the noble acting of 
actors on the stage, by any bu rnan art 
through which the spirit of beauty In

H § w as talk ing to a Chinese prince—
